center of Euclid Avenue, it be 
transformed into a bridle -path, 
brings to mind the fact that 25 
years ago there was a path run- 
ning parallel to the electric line 
from San Antonio Heights to On- 
tario. 


This was long before automo- 
biles entered into general use, and 
in those days it was not unasual 
for a bicycle rider to run down 
* ‘,pedestrian. There were in- 
Stances when the pedestrian was 
seriously hurt, but oftener the bi- 
eyele rider was thrown against a 
pepper tree and very badly hurt. 

Part of the income of the San 
Antonio Heights line those days 
was hauling bicycle riders to 24th 
Street, then the bicyclist« coasted 
_merrily down the bicycle path “to 
Upland or’ Ontario, 


‘Soon after arriving here the 
writer remembers being invited to 
a bicycle party, and not having a 

‘bicyele at the time a friend sup- 
plied one ‘equipped with a coaster 
brake. Hooking the bicycles on 
the rear of the trolley car, the 
party was carried north and after 
arrival at 24th Street pushed the 
bicycles on up the grade to a 
vacant house on San Antonio 
Heights. , 


Being new in this section the 
rest of the folks seemed to get 
a lot of kick in relating that we 
were eating our lunch on the 
steps of a haunted house and the 
, deseription of what the ghosts had 
done to the house and its oceu- 
pants in years gone by. spoiled 
the appetites of we who had just 
come to town. 


The trip down Dawson's “Aly 
was rather a new experience for’ 
a couple of us, as it was the first 
time we had ever ridden a bicycle 
down grade with a coaster brake.

Bell, 88 laventor, in his tittle at- 
tic workshop in Boston, Mass., 
and on March 10, 1926, the fif- 
fieth anniversary of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company was observed 
throughout the United &\stes. 

At the local office of the On- 
tario-Upland Telephone ‘Company 
on Second Avenue, “open house” 
was kept during the day, and 
more than 200 people visited the 
office and were shown through 
the plant by the heads of each 
departmént. 

Mrs. Charles H. Haughs, chief 
operator, gave an interesting re- 
sume of the work that is done 
by the operators at the switch 
boards, and with the operators to 
demonstrate each point suggested 
by her. even the novice could un- 
derstand: 

The mechanjcal end of the tele- 
phone office. proved very interest- 
ing to the visitors and with Phil 
Filius to explain the working of 
the almost human dynamos and 
batteries and to answer questions, 
one could not help but grasp some 
of the finer points of this import- 
ant department. 

Mr. Filius said that there are 
400 telephones in the Upland dis- 
trict and 4000 in the Ontario dis- 
trict, and that each phone is: test- 
ed once a year, whether it is 
working perfectly or not, or in 
other words, it requires ten visits 
a day every day in the year in 
order to keep the telephones list- 
ed in this district in perfect work- 
ing condition, 

When asked if the rainy season 
caused much trouble to the lines, 
Mx. Filius said that while wet 
weather added to the work, elec- 
trical weather was most dreaded 
by the “trouble men.” 

Mrs. Mable Williams, who is_in 
charge of the commercial depart- 
ment, ably explained how the tele- 
phone was listed and how appli- 
cations are handled.

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WATER TROUBLES 
AIRED IN COURT 


Stories of wrangles between 
water consumers of the Cuca- 
monga district and J. W. Rogers, 
owner of the water system, the 
smashing of .meters, appeals to 
the state railroad commission and 
the like featured the trial yester- 
day in Judge George R. Crane’s 
court of Mr. Rogers, arrested on 
complaint of Charles A. Schey, a 
consumer, who charged the other 
with disterbing the peace and 
with exhibiting a deadly weapon. 

At fie close of the hearing the 
charge of disturbing the peace 
was dismissed. Rogers was found 
guilty of the charge of exhibiting 
a deadly weapon, and upon an- 
nouncement of Deputy Sheriff J. A. 
Larson that he would recommend 
that Rogers’ permit to carry a 
gun be-revoked by Sheriff W. A. 
Shay, he was given a suspended 
sentence of thirty days in jail. 

On the witness stand . Rogers 
admitted that he had flourished 
a revolver and ordered Schey to 
keep away from his water meter, 
although the railroad commission 
had ruled that the consumer 
should have access to it, but justi- 
fied his act with the declaration 
that Schey had bragged to him 
that he knew how to 
meter and that he had seen a 
knife protruding from Schey’s 
pocket. 

No evidence was introduced to 
prove that Schey had tampered 
with his meter, although it was 
brought out in court that many 
meters had been put out of. com- 
mission in the past by consumers, 
who held Rogers’ charges to be 
unjust, and it was reported that 
the railroad commission had on 
several occasions been called in to 
settle disputes. 

Deputy. District Attorney Stan- 
ley Mussell- prosecuted the case 
and Attorney Archie D. Mitchell 
represented Rogers. 

Ralph Shoemaker, an engineer 
who, with the approval of the 
railroad commission, is working 
in an effort to straighten out dif- 
ferences between Rogers and_ his 
consumers, recited something of 
wrangles which have marked the 
situation over a period of months.

Referring to the 
planting of Euclid Avenue’s dou- 
ble driveway to beautiful shade 
trees, he asked: ‘Where are the 
trees planted by the present 
generation?” He urged also not 
only the importance of making 
the churches, schools _and finer 
residences of the city attractive, 
but of providing better housing 
conditions for the working people 
as well. Making it possible for 
the poor to own their own homes 
he held would go a long way to-

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A Treeless Future

The warning of a treeless future has been 
sounded for the last quarter of a century and 
conservationists have pointed out the conse- 
quences of waste and improvidence.

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A Mischievous Principle Revived 
(Riverside Enterprise) 

While the American people voted over- 
whelmingly against the Wilson proposition 
that the United States enter the League of 
Nations ‘‘without the dotting of an ‘i’ or the 
crossing a ‘t’ in the League covenant,’’ there 
is no question that the great majority of our 
citizens had a keen sympathy with the objects 
of the League. It was not peace that the 
American voters repudiated. It was the haz- 
ard of war in the League machinery and the 
abdicating of the sovereignty of the United 
States. Had the Wilson administration ac- 
cepted the ‘‘advice’’ of the Senate and adopt- 
ed the reservations, there is no doubt that 
the ‘‘consent of the Senate’? would have been 
obtained and America would have entered the 
League. 

Despite the disposition on the part of our 
press and public speakers to a certain degree 
of good-natured jibing at the League, the 
great mass of the people have wished it well. 
Every evidence of its effectiveness has been 
welcomed, and indications of failure have 
awakened sincere regret. 

In line with this sympathy with the chief 
object of the League was the enthusiasm in 
America over the Locarno treaties. These 
seemed to provide the remedy that was most 
needed by poor, war-sick Europe. At last it 
seemed peace was to settle econtentedly on the 
old battle front, and to abandon the poise 
for flight. 

The present erisis in Europe whieh threat- 
ens the Loearno pacts and the League is 
arousing more interest in America than anv 
development in League eircles since America 
voted itself definitely out of the eovenant. 

Briefly, ‘the sitnation is this. The Locarno 
paets provided for the entrance of Germany 
into the League witha seat in the council, 
which is the governing body. Tmmediately 
upon the decision to change the number of 
representatives in the council, Spain, Poland 
and Brazil, among others, demanded admis: 
sion to the inner circle. As Poland is a mem- 
ber of the ‘‘Little Entente,’’ 
matic 


a French diplo- 
ereation,. and 


as Spain is tied with 
France in a military alliance now waging in 
Africa, ‘the Germans demurred on the groun.} 
that these votes in the League council would 
be French votes. Both British and French 
took ‘the position that these are independent 


nations quite as much entitled to representa- 
tion in the couneil as Germany, but Germany 
refuses to accept membership on the eondi- 
tion of electing these new candidates to the 
League council. ad 

Here we see revived the old principle of the 
“balance of power,’’ which ruled Europe for 
more than a hundred years and which was 
thought to have been thrown in the serap 
heap by the World War. The balance of pow- 
er was the basis of nearly every diplomatic 
erisis and the cause of every war in Europe 
since Waterloo. If it is to survive, the League 
of Nations and the World Court are futile 
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superfiuities, and the Locarno treaties are but 
diplomatie gestures. : 
America will rejoice with those nations 
which have joined the League if the present 
crisis passes and leaves hope that some day 
there will be a society of nations which will 
be founded on justice and which on that di- 
vine principle shall make war unnecessary 
and impossible. But this cannot be done on 
the basis of the outworn and discredited prin- 
ciple of the balance of power.

AWARD GOES 10 
“INJURED PERSON 


In the case of County of Los 
Angeles against the Industrial Ac- 
cident Commission, the Second 
District Court of Appeal, in an 
opinion written by Judge Freder- 
ick W. Houser, has just ruled that 
the Industrial Accident Commis- 
sion has no authority to order 
paid to a general creditor or cred- 
itors of such injured person any 
part of an award made to an in- 
jured employe or to his depend- 
ents. 

The case arose through an in- 
jury which occurred to an em- 
ploye of the County of Los An- 
geles which resulted in, his death. 
In adjusting the compensation to 
be paid to the widow of the em- 
ploye, the Industrial Accident Com- 
mission ordered that certain gen- 








first paid out of the award and 


to the widow. The County of Los 
Angeles objected to such order on 
the ground that the commission 
having no authority to make such 
order, a compliance therewith 
would not amount to a satisfaction 
of the award and would not relieve 
the county from liability. 

Judge MHouser’s opinion holds 
that in certain circumstances the 
statue provides for the creation of 
possible liens against an award on 


account of living expenses, at- 
torney’s fees, medical treatment, 
and, in case of death, of burial 


expense; but that no authority is 
vested in the commission out of 
the award to order the payment of 
any debts other than those for
